MONDAYS  10  LECTURES 

It  has  been  said  that  "the  20th  Century  belongs  to 
Canada”.  Added  meaning  will  be  given  to  this  quotation 
through  a new  course  designed  to  present  a panorama  or 
Canada's  industrial  growth.  By  selecting  mne  r^resenta- 
tive  industries  and  examining  their  past  and  present 
position  as  well  as  their  probable  future  development,  a 
new  awareness  and  a new  appreciation  of  this  coim^  s 
industrial  stature  will  be  created.  Persons  associated  in 
any  way  with  large  industry,  suppHers,  mvestors,  audi- 
tors, consultants,  and  in  fact  all  who  wish  to  obtain  a 
broad  picture  of  Canada's  position  as  a leading  mdustnal 
nation,  will  find  this  course  to  be  of  great  value  and 
interest. 

The  initial  class  period  will  be  devoted  to  defining  and 
discussing  primary  and  secondary  industaes  and  to  sum- 
marizing and  comparing  the  general  characteristics  or 
each  industry  to  be  studied,  with  particulM  reference  to 
the  findings  of  the  '“Gordon  Commission  . This  lecture 
will  be  given  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Curtis  assisted  by  a guest 
speaker.  In  each  of  the  nine  succeeding  two  hour  session 
Mr.  Curtis  (or,  in  his  absence,  Mr.  Hurst)  will  give  the 
introductory  lecture  on  the  one  major  industry  which  will 
be  studied.  The  lecture  will  cover  such  topics  as  impor- 
tance, past  progress,  raw  materials,  mmor  products, 
manidacturing  methods,  marketing,  research  and  growth 
possibilities.  During  the  second  part  of  the  evening  an 
outstanding  guest  speaker  will  discuss  in  detail  certain 
aspects  of  the  industry  in  which  he  is  employed.  Each 
evening  will  conclude  with  a general  discussion,  ques- 
tions and  a film  showing  production  methods  and 
problems  of  the  industry.
